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Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant only states the reference does not mee 
the limitation of the claim but does not point out specific errors in the examiner's rejection. The claims rejected have very little specific 
arrangement required. Ex parte Slob was cited to show how the courts view relying on properties to distinguish over prior art. It was no 
cited or relied on to show indefiniteness, but rather to indicate the examiner's position with respect to anticipation thereof has merit. 
Applicant's evaluations of the 103 rejections presented fail to appreciate the motivations of record and the desire to make modifications 
clearly set forth. The motivations set forth clearly come from the references provided. Applicant's position that inherency cannot be 
relied on in obviousness rejections is misplaced, see at least In re Dillon, 16 USPQ2d 1897, 1901 (CAFC 1990). 
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
